STRIKE OF THE 


ENGINEERS OFF 





After a Conference in Chicago 
Announcement Is Given to 
the Public. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—No strfke on 
the railroads west, north and south 
of Chicago by the engineers. 

This was the brief announcement 
made public today at the close of the 
conference between the railway man- 
agers, the engineers represented by 
Chief Warren §. Stone of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, and 
Mediator Charles P. Neill. 

None of the details in the plan of 
Neill on which both sides met in 
the conference, was given out with 
the first announcements It was ex- 
plained that the exact features of the 
agreement would have to e drawn up 
and would be.given out later. 

The settlement provides for a general 
increase for the employes of 10 1-3 per 
cent, which on normal service amounts 
to, about 40 cents a day.

It was ‘admitted, however, that Neill’s 


} plea that each side. contriute more of 
its claims and offers to the eommon 
cause of peace; had‘ been successful; and 
that each’ side had agreed that the 
claims originally. set forth would be 
modified to enable a settlement. 

Up to the time of Mr. Neill’s arrival 
the engineers were seeking practical- 
ly 17 per cent decrease in the old 
pay. 

The railroads had agréed to a raise 
approximating 9% per cent and there 
they hung. As early as Thursday 
it Was conceded by both sides that 
only a small margin of difference 
separated them, but that each side 
feared ‘that greater questions than 
that of wages were being brought 
mm” 

When today’s conference was be- 
gun Mediator Neill announced tha: 
his efforts were about concluded, and 
that unless the conferees reached a 
settlement today there was little usc 
for him to remain in Chicago. 


Both Sides Feared Strike. 
Visions of arbitration under the Erd- 


man act on the one hand and of a 
long, destructive strike on the other 
brought the opponents together within 
an hour after the conference began. 
Attorneys and stenographers at once 
began to draw up the agreement be- 
tween the railroad and the engineers, 
based on the pledges at the conference. 
Actual signature to this agreement was 
not expected before late in the ‘after- 
noon or tonight. Fear of a strike which 
would have crippled the West was dis- 
pelled early by agreement of the con- 
ferees .to let it be known immediately 
that a settlement had been reached.

Machine Believed to Be That of 
Missing Englishman in-Chan- 
nel Flight.

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 2.—It was re- 
ported here today that an aeroplane, 
supposed to have been that of Cecil 
Grace, the English aviator who has 
been missing since Thursday, when he 
attempted a return flight from Calais 
to Dover, has been picked up in the 
North Sea, near Texel. 


Texel is the southwesternmost and? 
largest of the Frisian Islands, forming+

Grace last was seen by the coast 
guardsmen onthe Goodwin Sands, in 
England at 8 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon.

SUGAR TRUST TO PAY $700,000 
TO THE GOVERNMENT FOR FRAUD 








Drawback in Tariff on 


Exported Sugar. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—The Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Co. will shortly 
hand to the United States Govern- 
ment a check for $700,000 in settle- 
ment of a further series of customs 
frauds. This will bring the total 
amount recovered from this company 
up to nearly $3,000,000. 

This latest settlement is in connec- 
tion with the so-called “drawback” 
frauds, which have been under in- 
vestigation since the. original cus- 
toms frauds were detected two years 
ago, as & result of the disclosures 
made by Richard Parr. The “draw 
back” cases grew out of the abuses 
of the tariff provision whereby the 
Government pays back to importers 
all but 1 per cent of the duty paid 
on imported raw sugar when the su- 
gar is exported after being manufac- 
tured. 

It was alleged that the Government 
had been paying back to the ‘com: 
pany more than it should during the 
last nine years. It is expected that

The biggest Christmas tree in Jeffer- 
son County has been torn from its native 
heath and brought to St. Louis to glad- 
den the eyes of ‘thousands at the Post- 
Dispatch Christmas festival at the Coll- 
seum Monday.

Tota] of $40,009.30 to Reim-

Delegates Act. Favorably Upon 


- Measure Although Majority 
Are Opposed to It. 


LIKELY TO FIGHT CHANGE 


Support Is Given on Condition 
. Freeholders Take Responsi- 
bility for Early Vote. 


Votes enough to give a two-thirds ma- 
jority to the bill designating Jan. 31 
as the date of the special election for 
the adoption of the new charter are in- 


sured in the Council. now that the mea- 
sure has safely passed the House. 

The bill had its first reading in the 
Council at a special meeting at noon 
Saturday. It will'have its second read- 
ing at the regular meeting Tuesday, and 
a special meeting will be held Wednes- 
day to vote on it. If the bill is passed 
by the Council, as now seems probable, 
it will go to the Mayor for his signa- 
ture Wednesday afternoon. There i 
little doubt that the Mayor will sign it 
promptly. 

The passage of the biJl any time be- 
fore Jan. 10 will give the Board of 
Election Commissioners ample time le- 
gally to call the special election for Jan. 
31, If the bill is’ passed before Dec. 31, 
the date the Freéholders have fixed for 
formally transmitting the proposed 
charter to the Mayor, no changes in the 
schedules it contains will have to be 
made, as the Freeholders will then 
know to a certainty that it will go to 
the people for adoption or rejection Jan. 
$1. 

With three members absent the bill 
received 21 votes—three more than two- 
thirds—in the House of Delegates. But 
four members—one Republican and three 
Democrats—recorded themselves against [ 
the measure, although several an- 
nounced that they supported it under 
protest and on the sole condition that 
the Board of Freeholders accept the re- 
sponsibility for allowing so brief a 
period for the new charter’s considera- 
tion. 

Are Expected to Fight Charter. 

Although three-fourths of the dele- 
gates supported the bill, most of them 
are opposed to the new charter. It is 


expected that they will use what in- 


fluence they have in trying to compass 
its rejection. 

At the caucus in the House Friday 
afternoon the questions .which delegates 
asked of City Counselor Walther indi- 
cated that most. of the 16 present were 
hostile to the charter, but they were 
dissuaded by Speaker Rombauer from 
voting against the bill setting the elec- 
tion. He contended that the delegates 
could not afford to prevent the people 
from expressing themselves as to the 
merits of the charter. 

When Clerk Findly called the names 
of the delegates on the passage of the 
bill Tuesday night, several took oc- 
casion to explain that they voted for it 
only since the Freeholders had consented 
to take the responsibility for the short 
time given for studying the new charter. 

Delegate Eilers was the first to ex- 
press his reasons for supporting the bill 
while personally opposed to fixing the 
election at such an early date. He was 
followed by Delegates Holliday, Rus- 
sell, Samel and Walker and Speaker)? 
Rombauer. , 

Says Censtituents Oppose It. 
Delegate Brennan was the only Dem- 
ocrat to take the floor. He said he and 
Delegate Gallagher in the House two 
years ago had worked for the passage 
of the bill creating a board of free- 
holders, but that his constituents were 
opposed to the new charter,

Residents of Carondelet have made 
frequent appeals ‘to the city authorities 
for relief from the almost intolerable 
nuisance. Not only fits denseness, but 
Its chemically poisonous © character, 
makes this smoke a@ menace to human 
health and plant life. Vegetation can 
hardly exist in the near neighborhood 
of the works, and trees and plants re- 
peatedly have been destroyed by the 
smoke, which sometimes settles down in 
crystallized form, like the outpourings 
of a volcano, on roofs and soil. 

High Degree of Heat Needed, 

The smoke is of such blackness that 
it can,be distinguished clearly from al! 
other smoke at a distance of more than 
a mile. At night, and frequently by 
day, fire rises with the smoke through 
the chimneys. 

“‘We have tried auitomatic methods of 
stoking, in the hope of reducing the 
smoke,” said John Field, superintend- 
ent of the Edgar plant, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “but we have found 
them unavailing. The coal clinkers clog 
the feeding apparatus, and it becomos 
impossible to get the very high degree 
of heat needed for the reduction of the 
ore. The heat required is from 2600 to 
2300 degrees. 

“The people living around here have: 
appealed to Hdgar for relief, and he has 
told them he would be glad to find «a 
way to abate the smoke, but that he 
‘knew of none. The plant has been here 
nearly 40 years.” 

Other Smoking Plants. .” 

It would do little good, Carondelet 
residents say, to abate the smoke of 
other. establishments there so long as 
the zinc works’ smoke remains in its 
present volume and denseness. . Some 
of the establishments which produce 
smoke most plentifully in that portion 
of the ofty are the Union Sand Co., 
which has its hoisting machinery along 
the river front; the Whitman Agricul- 
tural Co., Second street and Loughbor- 
ough avenue, with three stacks; and 
the Standard Steam Laundry, 7128 South 
Broadway. 

Mrs. B, B. Graham, one of the most 
earnest of the members of the Hxecu- 
tive Committee of the Women's Smoke 
Abatement Association, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“T am confident that the women will 
succeed in this campaign against the 
smoke evil. The women took an active 
part in the movement for small parks 
and public playgrounds, and the success 
of the movements for those needed ob- 
jects has greatly encouraged thosq who 
are behind the present big undertak- 


ing. 
Studying the Subject. 

‘We realize that this undertaking Is 
a big one, and for that reason we have 
undertaken to prepare ourselves thor- 
oughly, by studying the subject of 
amoke production and prevention from 
every standpoint. We are now holding 
a meeting every other day for this prac- 
tical study. 

“The educational part of the work 
will be extended to the entire member- 
ship of our organization, and to the 
public. Once the public understands 
the question, the end of the nuisance 


will be in sight.”

Priests Are Required to Take 
Oath Against New Thought 
Prevailing in Europe. 


The oath agatmst modernism, which 
Catholic priests all over the world have 
been required to take, has been sent by 
Archbishop Glennon to the clergy of the 
fiiovbese of St. Louis. The priests are 
required to swear that they do not be- 
lieve any of the modernism doctrines, 


which are somewhat akin to. Buddhism. 

The oath was intended by the Pope 
as a check on modernism in Europe. 
where many noted writers have bee 
advocating it. The principal tenet of 
modernism is that God is within every 
cne and that there is no need of an ex- 
ternal religion, and conseyuently ne 
need of churches and priests. 

According to the Rev. Father D. 8. 
Phelan of the Western Watchman, the 
Pope has defined modernism as the em 
bodiment of all the heresies since timie 
began. 

The oath is written in Latin, and go%s 
into a minutely detailed discussion of 
modernist theories. Prof. Schell of Ger. 
many and Prof. Murray of Italy, and 
revera] noted French writers, have bee. 
strongly advocating these theories, an¢ 
their writings, according te Father Pho 
lan, have been widely distributed 
throughout Europe.: 

-“The oath really has no significance in 
this country,”’ sald Father Phelan to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘There is no 
modernism, within. the religious mea"- 
ing of the term, in this country. The 
taking of the oath by the clergy of the 
United States is merely a formal mat- 
ter.

Firemen’s Risks. ar ‘ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Why can’t the firemen be more careful? I be- 
licve that when possible firemen and Salvage 
Corps men Sught to do all in their power to put 
Gout a fire and save lives, goods, etc., but I don’t 
believe in this “dead hero” business. They ought 
to bear in mind that one good, live fireman is 
better than any number of dead heroes and not 
risk their lives unnecessarily. When any build- 
ing known to contain explosive or very inflam- 
mable material is burning, I think it ought to be 
fought at a’ safe distance, that is let it burn, but 
try fo keep the flames from adjoining bufldings. 
This thing of going. into buildings known to con- 
tain ofl, paint, ete. is very wrong, and leaders 
of the fire companies ought not to expect or 
allo their men to enter or approach too near 
such buildings. 

Leather goods houses very often contain a very 
explosive leather cement (I have seen cans of 
this stuff go up without any -apparent cause, 
as I was an employe in a place where it was 
kept). No doubt the house in Philadelphia where 
so many poor firemen were killed om the 234 
inst. contained a stock of this cement. (Any 
shoe factory employe can verify this statement 
about leather cement being very explosive). The 
recent fatal fire in Cincinnati was also in the 
leather goods district of the town. Very often 
leather goods dealers and shoe findings supply 
dealets ‘carry a large stock of this cement un- 
‘known to the insurance companies. 

Another thing I don’t think right is the per- 
mitting the storage of gasoline in a business or 
residence section of the city. We ought to have 
a law compelling the storage of gasoline to be 
made out on some lonely road, same as -we do 
with our dynamite. Think of all the oil stored 
ic St. Louis, down In the’ narrow street district, 
na of dur serious fire last summer down on the) 
levee, also the big fire on the railroad tracks last-

‘EARLY a million American mar- 
riages went to pieces in 2 
years. That is, disruption over- 
took 47,281 marriages a year, 


3940°a month—more than 130 a day. 

No one section of the country pro- 
duves a much larger divorce crop than 
another. Louisiana, with its large 
Catholic population, Mormon Utah and 
Unitarian Massachusetts furnish simi- 
lar figures. Broadly speaking, the di- 
vorce rate rises as we cross the map 
westward, but, on the whole, the rate is 
fairly even throughout the country. The 
rate is slightly larger in cities than in 
| the country, but divorce is by no means 
a city problem. 

It ts astonishing to find that divorce 
laws, stringent or liberal, affect the rate 
very slightly. New Hampshire, Utah 
and South Dakota show almost exactly 
the game proportion of divorces per pop- 
ulation and per marriages., New York 
with its one cause for divorce and New 
Jersey with its half dozen causes show 

a rate nearly identical. 

The solution of our divorce problem 
lies in securing a better relation be- 


tween men and women in every depart-

ment of life. It is an anomaly in this 
republic that there should be any dis- 
tinctions on account of sex. It is ab- 
surd that womer should recelve lower 
wages than men for egual work per- 
formed “or equal service given.

New York Judge Holds That 


Bank, Although Innocent, 
Guaranteed Documents. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2%.—A decision of 
potential and far-reaching effect in the 
cotton bills of lading cases, rendered 
here by Supreme Court Justice New- 
burger, is being actively and animatedly 
discussed today among the large in- 
‘terests involved, including cotton ex- 
porting firms, bankers and representa- 
tives of big foreign mercantile houses. 

The case is the first one growing out 
of the cotton bills of lading frauds to 
be decided, and, while its import was 
apparently not.realized by others than 
the parties immediately involved when 
the case was decided on Wednesday 
last, the mercantile world today seems 
to have awakened to the. possibilities 
involved in it. 

The judgment found by the court was 
one for $39,000 against the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank in favor of the Cotton Ex- 
change firm of Springs & Co. The rise 
of the litigation was in the big cotton 
bills of lading forgeries perpetrated 
last spring in the name of two firms. 
Knight, Yancey & Co. of Decatur, Ala., 
and Steele, Miller & Co. of Corinth, 


Miss. 
How Fraud Was Worked. 
Drafts through New York banks. were 


negotiated with ‘attached bills of lad- 
ing purporting to show that large 
amounts of cotton had been delivered 
to railroads in Alabama for shipment 
to foreign purchasers. It subsequent- 
ly was discovered the bills of lading 
were forged. It was claimed in the 
Springs case, just decided, that the in- 
dorsement by the First National Bank 
of Decatur, Ala., which first discounted 
the draft, vested title in the Hanover 
National Bank of this city, and that 
when the Hanover National Bank col- 
lected the money it was considered to 
have warranted the genuineness of the 
bill of lading attached to the draft. 

Justice Newburger held that Springs 
& Co. made payment to the Hanover 
‘National Bank through their mistaken 
belief that the bill of lading was genu- 
ine, and hence that even though the 
bank was an innocent party, Springs 
& Co. were entitled to recover from 
the bank when it was found the bill 
of lading was forged. 

Appeal Will 

Justice Newburger, 
the view thus outlined, directed judg- 
ment, but deferred the filing of an opin- 
ion for two weeks. 

Notice of appeal, it is stated, will be 
filed at once. Should the higher courts 
affirm the judgment, it is declared that 
suits involving several millions of dol- 
ars will be insfituted by foreign mer- 
chants who suffered severe losses from 
the frauds against the several big banks 
here which handled the cotton bills and

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—-The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review 
today says: 

The New York Stock Exchange and 
all the other American security markets 
were closed today for the first of the 
Christmas holidays. At London the 
Stock Exchange was open, but devel- 
oped absolutely no feature. On the lo- 
cal Produce Exchange the market was 
in session, but was dull 

The wide fluctuations of the week in 
the foreign exchange market direct at- 
‘tention to what usually follows in Jan- 
uary, after the year-end settlement ob- 
ligations have been adjusted. The gold 
movement between the United States 
and Europe in that month has been 
sufficiently irregular to give interest to 
the probable course of exchange during 
the next five weeks. Last January, 
and in the opening month of 1907, al- 
though Europe took no gold from New 
York, we made large shipments. to 
South America for London account. In 
January, 1909, we sent gold direct to 
Europe; in January, 1908, such gold as 
came to us from abroad was the last in- 
stalment of, our purchases at a premi- 
um in the 1907 panic. 

Outlook Perplexing. 

What makes the outlook for next 
month perplexing is that, although we 
have heavy credit liabilities to meet in 
Europe, there have also of late been 
efforts by-some large international] in- 
terests to build up fresh credits abroad, 
After next week, there may be import- 
ant operations to arrange in connection 
with the paying off of maturing indebt- 
edness in Europe and the heavy financ- 
ing that usually has to be provided for 
at both London and New York. 

The situation is complicated by the 
maturity of large one-year loans 
which our bankers placed on the 
other side several months ago. 
These call for sufficient aggregate 
payments to make it necessary for 
the borrowers to begin to accumu- 
late exchange long before the loans 
mature. Paying off of the New York 
City warrants, known as “certifi- 
cates of indebtedness,’ and now held 
in ‘the vaults of the great Paris 
banks, will alone influence the in- 
ternational exchange market in a 
substantial way. 

But there will be offsetting move- 


ments, ang Etirope’s purchases of our 


forthcoming bond issues must he 
taken into account. Under ordinary 
conditions and with our international 
position what it is, it would be safe 
to say that a movement of gold to 
Europe, in — quantity 
might be looked for. | 

If relaxation in American finance 
and trade were td be at all prolonged 
that movement would be logicar 
enough, and would involve no finan- 
cial inconvenience, 

Bank Return Is Good. 

The banks were open today and the 
weekly bank statement was published at 
noon. It fulfilled the favorable expecta- 
tions of yesterday, although the actual 
week end statement showed barely half 
as large gain in cash as had been ex- 
pected. The $2,900,000 addition to that 
account, however, more than offset a 
$6,200,000 loan expansion and the ‘result- 
‘ant increase in deposits; so that surplus 
reserves increased half a million. Since 
the “average statement” reported much 
larger gain in cash and much smaller 
loan expansion, it follows that the po- 
sition was growing somewhat weaker in 
the past day or two. The actual sur- 
plus reserve is now slightly below that 
of this week in 1909, and is. also less 
than in 1909, or 1904 or 1903. With 
other recent years, it makes favorable 
comparison. Among other changes of 
the week, the excess of loans over de- 
posits is cut down $3,100,000. That ex- 
cess is now $34,800,000; it was $38,900,000 a 
fortnight ago and $19,100,000 at this time 
last year. In the closing week of 1909 
the loan excess rose to $25,100,000, but 
disappeared altogether two weeks later.
